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Bloody fight as Turks invade Cyprus

Bloody fighting raged today in 
Cyprus on the first day of a 
m a ssive Turkish invasion by 
sea and a ir. 
Turkish 
je ts 
bombed 
and 
stra fed m uch of the stra tegic 
M editerranean island, including 
the ca p ita l, N icosia, and the 
a rea betw een Nicosia and Ky- 
renia , a resort town on the 
north coa st. 
Airborne troops m ade a t lea st 
four drops on the island, three 
in 
and 
around 
the 
ca p ita l, 
which is 10 m iles inland from 
K yrenia. F ire s burned in Ni­ 
cosia . 
G reece decla red a general 
m obilization and moved troops 
toward its border with Turkey, 
ra ising the possibility of a di­ 


rect clash between the North 
A tlantic T rea ty O rganization a l­ 
lies. 
United Nations peace-keeping 
forces 
tha t 
have 
been 
on 
Cyprus for 10 yea rs w ere r e ­ 
ported trying to a rra nge ce a se­ 
fires in som e a rea s. A British 
forces radio report said fighting 
had been halted for 
hours in 
the Lim assol a rea of southern 
Cyprus while convoys ev a c­ 
uated foreign nationals from L i­ 
m assol to a 
nearby 
British 
ba se. 
Turkish F 4 Phantom fighter - 
bom bers hit a m ental hospital 
in N icosia, killing a t lea st 20 
persons and wounding 60, an 
Associated P ress photographer 
reported. 
Cyprus Radio, controlled by 


the 
m ilitary-backed 
govern­ 
m ent that toppled the regim e of 
Archbishop M akarios on Mon­ 
day, reported that six Turkish 
planes had been shot down. 
At the request of G reece, the 
U.N. Security Council was sum ­ 
moned into urgent session in 
New York to ta ke up the in­ 
vasion. 
The Turkish a tta ck ea rly to­ 
day w as six days a fter the 
coup, which revived fea rs by 
Turkish Cypriots of annexation 
by G reece. 
Turkish planes bombed Greek 
sections 
of 
N icosia. 
F ires 
burned in at lea st 10 a rea s in 
and around N icosia, the worst 
at the airport and near a Greek 
Cypriot ca m p. 
Residents huddled in sta ir­ 


w ells, 
ba sem ents 
and 
other 
parts of their hom es seeking 
shelter from the fighting. Many 
held radios to their ea rs, trying 
to lea rn what was happening. 
In a broa dca st six hours a fter 
the sta rt of the invasion, E cevit 
d ecla re d : 
“The Turkish governm ent did 
not resort to arm ed action be­ 
fore all the other m eans were 
tried, but to no a v a il.” 
He said that under trea ties, 
“Turkey is co-guarantor of the 
independence and constitutional 
order of Cyprus. Turkey is ful­ 
filling her legal responsibility 
by taking this action ...” 
Nikos Sam pson, the G reek 
Cypriot installed a s president in 
the coup that ousted M akarios, 
broa dca st to the Turkish com ­ 


m unity: 
“ Your leadership is 
betraying you. In order to cov­ 
er up its internal w eaknesses it 
is leading you into a gra ve a d ­ 
venture, from which you would 
be the lo sers.” 
In W ashington, m ilitary offi­ 
cia ls said seven Soviet divisions 
had been a lerted in w estern 
and southern Russia in an a p ­ 
parent show of support for the 
Turkish side. 
Pentagon spokesm an Je rry 
Friedheim said elem ents of the 
6th F leet “ will approach closer 
to Cyprus in order to enhance 
our ca p a bility to eva cua te U .S. 
citizens, 
should 
that 
contin­ 
gency a ris e .”

Cyprus. 
—In W ashington, the Turkish 
E m ba ssy issued a com m unique 
saying the purpose of the m ili­ 
tary action “ is to get the inter- 


com m unal ta lks to sta rt a s ra p­ 
idly a s possible in order to re ­ 
store the situation prior to the 
coup and the legitim a te o rd er.” 
Turkish Skyhawk planes were

The rebel 
Greek-controlled 
Cyprus Radio claim ed three 
Turkish planes had been shot 
down in the fighting.

Hospitals said 
133 persons 
were hurt by the blast and fire 
and 17 were adm itted, eight in 
critica l 
condition 
a fter 
fire 
swept the yard and a shock 
wave sent glass flying in n ea r­ 
by hom es. 
Eighteen 
hours 
a fter 
the 
bla st, authorities said two of 
those listed in critica l condition 
were dead. 
John Paul Fishw ick of R oan­ 
oke, V a ., president of the Nor­ 
folk & W estern Railw ay Co., 
told newsmen the ca r was one 
of five pulled into the yard 
around 
3 
a.m . 
Frid a y. 
It 
erupted in flam es two hours 
Inter 
Fishw ick said a t a news con­ 


ference the p recise ca u se of the 
blast was unknown but sug­ 
gested the c a r m ay have been 
leaking 
liquid 
propane 
that 
form ed gas clouds in the yard. 
Any kind of spark could have 
touched off the explosion, he 
said. 


The five ta nkers were sitting 
on a tra ck in the yard at the 
tim e, Fishw ick said. He said 
yard w orkers could not be at 
fault beca use the ca rs were left 
untouched. 


But Stanley M orten, a techni­ 
ca l adviser to the sta te fire 
m a rsh a l’s office, said it a p ­ 
peared that the ca r ruptured 
while 
it 
was 
undergoing 
a 
pumping operation. 
Those in critica l 
condition 
w ere taken to the burn unit at 
a hospital in Springfield, 39 
m iles west of this centra l Il­ 
linois city. All were railroad 
em ployes. O thers injured in ­ 
cluded yard w orkers and re si­ 
dents of buildings 
near 
the 


yard. No deaths were reported. 
D am age to property, not in­ 
cluding the 
yard, 
was esti­ 
m ated by city officia ls at $5 
million. A spokesm an for the 
sta te insurance departm ent put 
the dam age at $2 million 
A spokesm an for the city, 
which has been declared a d is­ 
a ster a rea tw ice a lready this 
yea r beca use of floods and to r­ 
nadoes, said the federal govern­ 
ment 
once 
again 
would 
be 
asked for disa ster relief. 
N early 
11 hours a fter the 
bla st, with only sm all fires still 
burning in the yard, 5,000 a rea 
residents evacuated a fter the 
blast and fla m es wrecked m ore 
than 
100 freight ca rs, 
w ere 
allowed 
to 
return 
to 
their 
hom es. 
The 
im pact 
of 
the 
blast 
sheared the roof from a ra il 
yard 
bunkhouse 
where 
nine 
train crew m en were sleeping 
Shirley T ucker, 34, a cook in 
a resta ura nt next to the bunk­ 
house, said the blast “sounded 


like a je t was taking off, and 
then all hell broke loose.” 
She told of running to a win­ 
dow and seeing a surge of wind 
and fla m e rush past the resta u ­ 
ra nt. 


“ There 
w ere 
fla m es 
all 
around,” she sa id, bursting into 
tea rs a s she described men 
running past the window with 
their bodies a fla m e. 
Pa tty C alfee, whose hom e is 
10 blocks from the yard, said 
the explosion shook her house. 
“ I never felt anything like 
it,” she said. “ You ca n alm ost 
have 
a 
h ea rt 
a tta ck 
when 
you’re sound asleep and you a l­ 
m ost get blown out of your 
bed.” 


As firem en from D ecatur and 
surrounding com m unities b a t­ 
tled the fire, a ra ilroa d worker 
rem em bered that a c a r loaded 
with dynam ite w as on a nearby 
tra ck Crews m anaged to move 
it out before it was reached by 
the fla m es. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - An 
a pparent discrepancy in dates 
in a White House tra nscript 
brought 
renewed 
com plaints 
from m em bers of the House 
Ju d icia ry C om m ittee today that 
they have not been given the 
whole W a terga te story in their 
im peachm ent inquiry. 
The pa rtia l tra nscrip t, p re­ 
sented by White House law yer 
Ja m e s St. C lair a s part of a 
M arch 22, 1973, conversation 
between President Nixon and 
his form er chief of sta ff, H. R . 
H aldem an. appears to refer to 
an event that took pla ce on 
M arch 23. 
St. Clair offered it Thursday 
a s a last-m inute piece of ev i­ 
dence intended to show Nixon 
did not know or approve of 
hush money paym ents to W a­ 
terga te burglar Howard Hunt. 
In the 2*/2 page excerpt pro­ 
vided by St. C la ir, President 
Nixon, com m enting about e i­ 
ther Hunt or G . Gordon Liddy 
in connection with the W a ter­ 
ga te break-in, said “the judge 
gave him 35 y e a rs.” 
But neither Hunt nor Liddy 
w ere sentenced by U .S. D istrict 
Judge John J . Sirica until the 
following day. 
C om m ittee m em bers, sta rt­ 
ing a second day of closed-door 
briefings on im peachm ent ev i­ 
dence by Special Counsel John 
D oar, appeared to be taken by 
surprise by the developm ent, 
but m any w ere quick to re a ct. 
“ That fig u res,” 
said 
Rep. 
G eorge 
Danielson, 
D-Calif. 
“ That is just part of the p a t­ 
tern that has been going on. 
H ie coverup has not ended.” 
Rep. Ham ilton Fish, R -N .Y ., 
said until St. C lair offers an e x ­ 
planation he should be given 
the benefit of doubt that it 
might be an error. 
“But if, in fa ct, knowingly 
and on purpose we were given 
false evidence, I think that is a 
very 
serious 
m a tter,” 
Fish 
said. 
Rep. Jero m e W aldie, D-Calif, 
said the discrepancy is open to 
two 
in terp reta tions: 
“ E ither 


the President has som e divine 
knowledge that he has never 
shared with us, or he lied.” 
The White House has declined 
com m ent, other than to say 
“ the tra nscript speaks for it­ 
se lf.” 
Neither Doar or Chairm an 
P eter Rodino, D -N .J., would 
com m ent, either. 
D oar has presented the com ­ 
m ittee with a set of proposed 
a rticles of im peachm ent and 
what som e m em bers described 
a s a strong ca se to support it. 
He developd it further in a n ­ 
other briefing intended to pre- 


mmmm 


pare the m em bers for their 
fateful debate next week on 
whether to recom m end N ixon’s 
im peachm ent. 
D oa r’s analysis today was e x ­ 
pected to center on cha rges of 
illegal intelligence gathering, 
m isuse of governm ent a gencies, 
ta x fraud and contem pt of Con­ 
gress. A rticles of im peachm ent 
w ere part of the pa cka ge he 
subm itted Frida y. 
M ore discussions and a p re­ 
sentation of argum ents against 
im peachm ent by the m inority 
sta ff a re scheduled for early 
next week and on Wednesday 


the com m ittee will begin its 
fateful deliberations, with the 
possibility of a vote on w hether 
to recom m end im peachm ent by 
next Saturday. The com m ittee 
sessions a re expected to 
be 
televised. 
Any recom m endation by the 
com m ittee will go to the full 
House, 
which 
would 
decide 
w hether to im peach Nixon. If 
the m a jority votes im pea ch­ 
m ent, the cha rges would then 
go to tria l in the Sena te, with a 
two-thirds vote needed for con­ 
viction and rem oval from of­ 
fice.

Ford says he won't lobby against impeachment 


'I saw skin flying' 
Railway kitchen worker sobs 
out story of explosion horror 


D EC A TU R, 111- (A P) - Sh ir­ 
ley Tucker has worked in the 
kitchen of a railw ay bunkhouse 
for about a year and said the 
men who stayed there “ seem ed 
like they were part of my fa m i­ 


ly .” 
The 3 4-year-old woman wept 
Frida y as she told of a tank ca r 
exploding near dawn, critica lly 
burning six men near the kitch­ 
en of the D ecatur Norfolk and 
W estern Railway yards. 
“ It sounded like a jet was 
taking off and then all hell 
broke loose,’ she said. 
There were about eight pa 
trons in the one-story- kitchen 
a d ja cent to a bunkhouse called 


the Bea nery, where travelling 
train crew s often slept over­ 
night. 


“ I ran to one end of the 
building where the other people 
w ere. I saw them looking to see 
what 
happened, and then 
it 
seem ed there were flam es all 
around,” she said 


A fiery je t strea m flashed by 
the window of the kitchen, and 
when it subsided she walked 
outside the dam aged building 
“T h a t’s when I saw skin fly­ 
ing,” she sobbed a s a freind 
com forted her. 
One m an, railroad officia ls 
said, w as thrown against a ca r.

denting it and leaving behind 
skin fra gm ents on the door 
A m ilkm an about to m ake a 
delivery was also caught in the 
bla st, officia ls said, and Mrs 
Tucker said she saw other men 
“screa m ing 
in 
pain 
...flesh 
hanging from their hands as 
they ran away from the build­ 
ing ” 
The kitchen clock stopped at 
5:03 
A bowl of cerea l lay on 
the counter and half-filled co f­ 
fee pots stood on the burners 
where fire continued to sm oul­ 
der nearly 12 hours a fter the 
bla st. 
The roofs of the kitchen and 
bunkhouse were caved in. and 
w ater trickled from the second 
floor rooms to the ground-level. 
In the ra ilyard stood tra in 
c a r a fter train c a r of brand 
new autom obiles burnt beyond 
identification, and boxca rs ig­ 
nited by the flam ing Jetstrea m 
continued to spew rancid sm oke 
late into the night 
Railroad officia ls said m ore 
than 150 ca rs were dam aged in 
the blast, but they could pro- 
vide no estim a te of losses 


Shortly a fter the bla st, police 
ca rs patrolled the streets near 
the ra ilya rd, blaring warnings 
for residents to 
lea ve their 
hom es. 
At one point, police said as 
m any as 20.000 persons had 
been asked to leave an area 
three m iles on ea ch side of the 
yard 
Clem W ebster was riding his 
m otorcycle on U S . 36 a few 
m iles from the explosion site 
“ There w as a 
big. bright 
flash, just like the sun Then I 
looked over in the dista nce and 
I thought the whole tow-n was 
going up,” W ebster said 
M rs, 
Norman 
R ich ter, 
40, 
said the blast 
“ knocked m e 
against the wall and onto 
floor” of her home six blocks 
from the ra il yard. 
Other residents within closer 
range said they saw fiery d e­ 
bris pelt their homes and lawns 
just a fter the explosion. It blew 
out windows, dam aged roofs 
and collapsed ga ra ge doors and 
sidings. M ore than 130 persons 
were injured Tvyo burn victim s 
died earlv Saturday 


HOT SPR IN G S, Va. (A P) -

He told a news 
conference Friday afternoon in 
Roanoke, V a., that he might 
well cam paign for and support 
D em ocratic candidate who had 
shown support for Nixon adm i­ 
nistration policies. 


En route by plane to Hot 
Springs he modified that stand 
and repeated ea rlier statem ents 
that there may be som e Dem o­ 
cra tic candidates whose dis­ 
tricts he will not enter in sup­ 
port of their Republican oppo­ 
nents. 


“ I have no plans to cam paign 
in person for any D em ocra ts,” 
Ford 
said

spokesm an. 
Ford did cam paign for Rep 
Caldwell Butler, R -V a .,a mem 
ber of the

ANKARA, Tu rkey (LENS) — 
Mu ch to the chag rin of the Admin is­ 
tration , Tu rkey en ded its ban on 
opiu m cu ltiv ation on Ju ly 1 withou t 
con su ltin g the Un ited States. 
Presiden t Nix on was the driv in g 
force behin d the 1971 u n derstan din g 
u n der which the Tu rkish g ov ern ­ 
men t promised to ban g rowin g pop- 
ies in retu rn for $35.7 million in com­ 
pen sation ov er three y ears. Before 
1971 n arcotics ag en ts estimated that 
8 0 per cen t of all illeg al heroin in 
America came from Tu rkey an d the 
ban was followed by a spectacu lar 
drop in the kn own n u mber of heroin 
addicts. 
Bu t the Tu rks hav e lon g felt that 
they g ot the raw en d of the deal, an d 
An kara’s decision to start g rowin g 
popies ag ain in An atolia came as n o 
su rprise. 
Du rin g last October’s election 
campaig n in Tu rkey three of the fou r 
major parties g av e pledg es to rein ­ 
trodu ce the poppies. This has be­ 
come an emotion al issu e for man y 
Tu rks, who reg ard the ban as ev i­ 
den ce of Tu rkey bein g in Washin g ­ 
ton ’s poeket. 
Hie Tu rkish g ov ern men t has felt 
particu larly hard don e by sin ce Tu r­ 
key is the on ly cou n try to be pressed 
by the Un ited States in this way to 
halt poppy produ ction The resu ltin g 
shortag e of opiu m for medicin al 
pu rposes cau sed a steep rise in 
price, bu t Tu rkey had to stan d by 
an d watch as Mex ico, In dia an d 
cou n tries in Sou theast Asia stepped 
smartly in to the market 
With the pharmaceu tical in du s­ 
try complain in g bitterly abou t the 
shortag e, ev en Washin g ton toy ed 
earlier this y ear with the idea of 
g rowin g 400 acres of opiu m in Ar­ 
izon a an d Washin g ton state.

Tom McCall has recommen ded 
that Nix on chan g e places with his 
v ice presiden t, thu s remov in g his 
person from power y et sav in g it 
from political su prem e pu n ish­ 
men t). 


an d u se the by -produ cts themselv es, 
hav e su ffered real econ omic hard­ 
ship sin ce the ban wen t in to effect. 
Bu t these farmers were the v ery 
person s who were su pposed to ben e­ 
fit from American help an d officials 
in Washin g ton arg u e that if they are 
n ot receiv in g it, this is the fau lt of 
the Tu rkish g ov ern men t. With Tu r­ 
key rescin din g its promise the Ad­ 
min istration , which u p to n ow has 
paid ou t $17 million in compen sation , 
is u n likely to han d ov er the $18 mil­ 
lion it still owes u n der the ag ree­ 
men t. 
Man y members of Con g ress wan t 
to g o fu rther.

Accordin g to Wolff, the chairman 
of the Hou se of Represen tativ es’ 
su bcommittee on in tern ation al n ar­ 
cotics con trol, 250,000 American s 
cou ld become addicted to heroin an d 
morphin e as a resu lt of the liftin g of 
the ban . 
Ran g el, whose district in clu des 
Harlem, home of half of the cou n ­ 
try ’s heroin addicts, say s that ad­ 
v erse effects cou ld be felt on New 
York’s streets within a few mon ths. 
For althou g h the opiu m harv est 
in Tu rkey is n ot du e u n til n ex t 
sprin g , n arcotics ag en ts ag ree with 
him that the middlemen in the illicit 
dru g -traffickin g operation s hav e 
been hoardin g heroin in Eu rope an d 
no w that they are assu red of fresh 
su pplies will beg in to release it.

Now, with a Hou se Ju diciary 
Committee v ote for impeachmen t 
all bu t in escapable, con serv ativ e 
members of Con g ress are said to be 
recru itin g sy mpathy for on e last 
su bstitu te action . 
Admittin g 
the 
Presiden t has become the bad, bad 
Leroy Brown of the capital, an d that, 
as on e Repu blican say s, “he mu st be 
repriman ded somehow,’’ the Con ­ 
g ressmen in v olv ed in the effort feel 
a v ote of cen su re wou ld be appro­ 
priate. 


A deadlin e appeal of this sort is 
ty pical of the Hou se. Man y members 
are n othin g if n ot carefu l. Ev en the 
body ’s daily pray er is placed direct­ 
ly in the cen ter of the lead table so 
that the min ister can n ot be accu sed 
of preachin g to the left or the rig ht. 
When in formed of the cen su re v ote 
mov emen t, on e Californ ia repre­ 
sen tativ e rolled his ey es an d sig hed. 
“ I’m n ot su rprised. A lot of these 
people wou ld do an y thin g rather 
than su bmit to a hard v ote. Cen su re? 
What a joke.’’ 


It apparen tly is n o joke to the 
pressin g con serv ativ es. Florida Re­ 
pu blican Bill You n g say s he’s heard 
it discu ssed on the floor with in ­ 
creasin g reg u larity . An other mem­ 
ber say s, “It’s seriou s; for the g u y 
who has a district 70 per cen t for 
Nix on it’s damn seriou s.” An d a 
pan elist on the Hou se ju diciary 
Committee con fides: “ I’v e been ap­ 
proached, bu t I’m damn ed if I’ll ad­ 
mit by whom.” 


The last sen timen t is of sidelig ht 
in terest to the cen tral issu e. The Ju ­ 
diciary member’s obv iou s in feren ce 
is that he has been bu tton holed by 
the White Hou se, n ot an u n likely 
proposition . Ru mors of the cen su re 
pressu re are v ag u e an d for the most 
part u n su bstan tiated, bu t they in ­ 
v ariably in clu de referen ce to Nix ­ 
on ’s men . An d that makes sen se. 


MOSCOW (LENS)— The man 
who was Presiden t Nix on 's host in 
Moscow does n ot hav e his cou n try s 
su preme cou rt sittin g in ju dg men t 
on him. Nor, which may well be 
more importan t, does the sy stem 
Leon id Brezhn ev presides ov er face 
the in flation ary crisis that con fron ts 
the West. 
As he su rv ey s his relation ship 
with Mr. Nix on in the aftermath of 
their third su mmit meetin g , Brezh­ 
n ev may well feel that the win d is in 
his sails. 
The effect of in flation on the bal­ 
an ce of power between the Sov iet 
an d W’estern allian ces has n ot y et 
been fu lly recog n ized. 
The fact that the West has a roar­ 
in g in flation , an d the commu n ist 
world has n ot, makes the sy stem of 
cen tral con trol ov er the econ omy — 
which is on e reason why the commu ­ 
n ists av oid in flation —look more at­ 
tractiv e. 
The oddity is that Brezhn ev has 
been able to pick u p this adv an tag e 
ev en althou g h he has don e n othin g in 
his 10 y ears of power to remedy the 
basic weakn esses of the Sov iet sy s­ 
tem of g ov ern men t. 
Ten y ears after the ov erthrow of 
Khru shchev in 1964, Brezhn ev still 
ru n s the Sov iet Un ion with a v irtu al­ 
ly u n chan g ed team of colleag u es. 
The way they hav e practiced the art 
of su rv iv al, an d the way they hope to 
con solidate their position in the rela­ 
tiv ely fav orable period they may 
n ow thin k they are en terin g , are g o­ 
in g to be importan t. 
There was a time when they saw 
the main threat to their reg ime in 
the hu g e mass of forcibly collecti­ 
v ized peasan ts who still felt the loss 
of their priv ate property . This 
threat has u n den iably decreased. 
Sov iet ag ricu ltu ral policy , de­ 
spite last y ear’s bu mper crop, can 
hardly be described as either eco­ 
n omically su ccessfu l or fin an cially 
rewardin g ; bu t it is beg in n in g to pay 
political div iden ds in terms of social 
chan g e of a kin d that dimin ishes that 
particu lar problem for Brezhn ev . 
Tru e, more than 100 million peo­ 
ple ou t of a total of ov er 250 million 
still liv e in ru ral areas. Bu t on ly on e 
Sov iet citizen in fou r actu ally works 
on the lan d, an d on ly on e in fiv e 
works on a collectiv e farm; an d if 
West Eu ropean preceden ts are an y ­ 
thin g to g o by , on ce farmin g comes 
to accou n t for less than a qu arter of 


total employ men t its fu rther dimi­ 
n u tion can be fairly rapid. 
Bu t the cou n try side is n ot n ow the 
on ly big poten tial sou rce of social 
ten sion s. The u rban labor force is al­ 
so fast mov in g towards a Western 
pattern of distribu tion . Althou g h 
health, edu cation an d other social 
serv ices are still the main destin a­ 
tion of the cou n try ’s mass-produ ced 
g radu ates, white-collar employ men t 
is rapidly spreadin g throu g hou t the 
whole econ omy . The radical chan g e 
lies in edu cation . 
No dou bt some Ru ssian claims in 
this field are ex ag g erated; for in ­ 
stan ce, the boast that two-thirds of 
all workers n ow hav e a secon dary or 
hig her edu cation mu st be qu alified 
by the words “complete or in com­ 
plete” an d in fact a third of the 
workers still hav e on ly ru dimen ts of 
elemen tary edu cation . 
The balan ce, howev er, is chan g ­ 
in g fast. Ou t of 2.2 million people 
who en tered the labor market last 
y ear, it is claimed that 700,000 were 
g radu ates an d 1.1 million came from 
techn ical schools. 
It was in the “scien tific rev olu ­ 
tion ’’ made possible by the rise of a 
mu ch 
better-edu cated 
g en eration 
that Kru shchev saw both the hope 
an d the challen g e for the commu n ist 
reg ime in Ru ssia. 
He sen sed that a better stan dard 
of liv in g —his “g ou lash socialism”— 
wou ld n ot by itself su ffice to en su re 
the tran sformation , an d that the 
whole dictatorial an d doctrin aire 
sy stem in herited from Stalin wou ld 
hav e to be ov erhau led. 
His con sequ en t efforts to permit 
a little freedom an d to reform meth­ 
ods of man ag emen t were erratic an d 
haltin g , bu t at least he g av e the im­ 
pression that he saw the n eed for 
radical chan g es. 
His su ccessors, in con trast, seem 
to hav e made it their ru le to av oid 
takin g an y political risks. Particu ­ 
larly sin ce 1968 , when they per­ 
ceiv ed from the Czechoslov ak ex ­ 
ample where a policy of reform 
mig ht lead them, they hav e blocked 
an y chan g e they thou g ht was likely 
to weaken the party hierarchy ’s hold 
on the cou n try ’s political an d eco­ 
n omic life. 
The repression of an y form of dis­ 
sen t was a major part of their strat­ 
eg y . The rest was larg ely a m atter of 
more g ou lash. 
Accordin g to the official fig u res. 


Ru ssian s n ow eat twice as mu ch 
meat as they did in 1950—althou g h it 
is worth rememberin g that, accord­ 
in g to the same official fig u res, they 
ate less meat in 1950 than they did 
before 1914. They are n ow less de­ 
pen den t on bread an d potatoes, bu t 
their u su al diet is still a mon oton ou s 
on e an d n otable lackin g in fru it an d 
fresh v eg etables. 
Howev er, the 1960s saw them en ­ 
ter the era of the con su mer society , 
with its emphasis on con su mer du r­ 
ables. 


By n ow, ev ery secon d hou sehold 
is reported to hav e a telev ision set 
an d a washin g machin e, an d refrig ­ 
erators are n o lon g er rare. Cars are 
still reserv ed for the priv ileg ed few; 
bu t the decision to produ ce some 1.25 
million cars n ex t y ear presu mably 
mean s that Ru ssia will soon en ter 
the ag e of the priv ate car. 
A belief in g rowth is n ot en ou g h to 
g iv e the n eeded n ew impetu s to the 
Sov iet econ omy . Comparison s of liv ­ 
in g stan dards with the adv an ced 
Western cou n tries become more u n ­ 
fav orable to Ru ssia if du e accou n t is 
taken of person al serv ices, of the 
qu ality an d presen tation of g oods, 
an d abov e all of hou sin g , the in ade­ 
qu acy of which remain s the main 
preoccu pation of the av erag e Ru s­ 
sian . 
An d the Sov iet ru lers’ obsession 
with the n eed to av oid all political 
risks mean s that they can do little to 
prov ide a n ew impetu s. They can n ot 
mov e mu ch fu rther in the direction 
of a g reater relian ce on profitability 
an d on the market. Nor can they 
su bstitu te for that Western model 
some n ew form of in du strial democ­ 
racy or participation that cou ld g iv e 
the workers the feelin g that tn ey 
really are masters of their factories. 
Both roads are blocked becau se 
they are in compatible with the pre­ 
v ailin g sy stem of ru le an d with the 
prerog ativ es of the party . 
The men in the Kremlin hav e 
read in their Marx ist tex tbooks that 
a reg ime is in dan g er when its in sti­ 
tu tion s hin der the dev elopmen t of 
produ ctiv e forces. An d in the Sov iet 
Un ion it is also n ecessary to take 
accou n t of the n ation alistic rev iv al 
that is n ow bu ildin g u p, from the 
Baltic states throu g h the Ukrain e 
down to cen tral Asia, after all the 
y ears of Ru ssian domin ation of the 
cou n try ’s other n ation alities.

Evidence Aztecs 
traded with 
cliff dwellers 


SEA TTLE (A P) — Some nu­ 
clear detective work points to a 
New Mexico canyon as the 
source of the blue turquoise 
prized by the ancient Aztecs of 
Mexico. 
Turquoise mosaics made by 
Aztec artists are considered 
among 
the 
most 
stunning 
pieces of art ever discovered. 
But the source of the blue tur­ 
quoise, which has never been 
found in Mexico, long has been 
' a puzzle. 
Now nuclear scientists using 
radioactive “ fingerprints” be­ 
lieve they’ve traced the source 
to Chaco Canyon, in northwest 
New Mexico. And they say the 
discovery probably means the 
Aztecs, somewhere around 1,000 
A.D., developed a 1,000-mile 
trade route from Mexico City to 
northwest New Mexico. 
The nuclear sleuthing was 
outlined here on Thursday by 
Dr. Garman Harbottle at the 
Fifth International Congress of 
Radiation Research. 
Harbottle, a nuclear chemist 
from the Brookhaven National 
Labortory, explained that his 
detection technique consists of 
placing turquoise samples in a 
nuclear reactor and irradiating 
them. The patterns of radi- 
activity provide a fingerprint 


which can be compared with 
other samples to determine 
whether they are the same ma­ 
terial. 
He says samples of the tur­ 
quoise used by the Aztecs ex­ 
actly match samples he took 
from Chaco Canyon. 
And he said that “ may help 
explain a puzzling cultural ex­ 
plosion” that took place about 
1,000 A .D. among the Indians in 
the Four Corners area of the 
United 
States—where 
New 
Mexico, Arizona, Colorado and 
Utah adjoin. 
“The Indians of the South­ 
west were still hunters and 
gatherers 
until 
about 
1,000 
A.D.,” he said. “ Suddenly they 
began building magnificent cliff 
dwellings, the ruins of which 
we can still see, and developing 
trade and industry. 
“ Archeologists working at the 
site now suspect that the cul­ 
tural explosion was caused by a 
sudden contact with the enor­ 
mously advancd culture of the 
Aztecs in Mexico.” 
Harbottle says he uses his ir­ 
radiation technique, which he 
says is nondestructive, for oth­ 
er things as well—such as un­ 
masking art forgeries or help­ 
ing track down the source of oil 
spills.

Scott calls for rules on hazardous substances 


SPRINGFIELD- Atty . Gen. 
William J. Scott predicted to­ 
day th at th e Decatu r tank-car 
disaster will keep repeating it­ 
self in Illinois “u ntil we estab­ 
lish mandatory regu lations for 
th e storage, sh ipment and h an­ 
dling of h azardou s su bstanc­ 
es.”Scott said h e was sh ocked at

Scott said th at ju st one week 
ago y esterday , on Ju ly 12, h e

legislativ e gap and jointly ex ­ 
pedite ru les and regu lations to 
deal with th e storage, sh ipment 
and h andling of su ch h azardou s 
su bstances.

“On Ju ne 11 it was apparent 
at th e legislativ e h earings on 
th e bill th at th ere was formida 
ble opposition*n th e h azardou s 


su bstance measu re from both 
Illinois gov ernmental agencies 
and manu factu ring interests 
On Ju ne 14, th ree day s later, 
my office issu ed a legislativ e 
adv isory statement warning 
th at th e bill “is apparently 
doomed.” Th at adv isory also 
went to th e press, bu t th ere was 
little response or reaction th at 
migh t h av e tu rned th e opposi 
tion arou nd. 
“As early as March 26, and 
again on April 30, I issu ed 
length y statements emph asiz­ 
ing th e need and u rgency of th is 
legislation. In one of th ose 
warnings, I noted: 
Th ere is no way to forecast 
an accident wh ich cou ld th reat­ 
en any segment of th e popu la­ 
tion v ia tox ic or ex plosiv e 
ch emicals. 
Bu t certainly we sh ou ld be 
able to deal with th e kind of im­ 
mediate emergency with com­ 
plete information on th e natu re 
of th e ch emical, its antidotes, 
and way s to redu ce any poten­ 
tial th reat in an emergency sit­ 
u ation 
Almost ev ery major h ospital 
in th e state h as a Poison Control 
center to deal with th is problem 
wh en it h appens in th e h ome 
It’s incredible to th ink th at th e 
State of Illinois h as not dealt 
with th is th reat from th e stand 


point of wh ole popu lations— 
large and small—wh o can be 
su ddenly ex posed to th is kind of 
peril with ou t knowing wh at th e 
ch emical is or h ow to neu tralize 
it.’ ” 
Scott said th e tragedy at De 
catu r “was in a sense predicta 
ble” becau se of th e lack of 
meaningfu l and mandatory 
regu lation and h e recalled th at 
on May 4, as h e addressed th e 
statewide conv ention of th e Illi­ 
nois News Broadcasters Asso­ 
ciation in Springfield, h e 
warned th at su ch a tragedy 
cou ld well occu r at Tu scola, for 
ex ample, becau se Tu scola was 
th e destination of th e silicon 
tetrach loride wh ich escaped 
from storage tanks in Ch icago 
in April and sent v ast clou ds of 
acid-laden mist ov er a large 
sector of Ch icago’s sou th east 
side. Scott told th e broadcast­ 
ers th at th e silicon tetrach lor­ 
ide cou ld ju st as easily bu rst 
from a railroad tank car in 
sh ipment and dev astate th e en­ 
tire commu nity of Tu scola 


On Monday , Ju ly 15, a tank 
car filled with 100.000 pou nds of 
th e ch emical did derail on Tu s­ 
cola’s east side and, wh ile th ere 
was no ru ptu re of th e tank th e 
commu nity was in fact placed 
on an ev acu ation alert 


“Th e Tu scola derailment was 
ju st one more warning of a po­ 
tential disaster, bu t no one was 
inju red and th erefore th e mat­ 
ter did not alarm any one great­ 
ly"Now, th ere are th e sh ock 
wav es of wh at h as h appened in 
Decatu r Th e qu estion th at con­ 
fronts u s all is, v ery simply : 
Wh at are we going to do to pre­ 
v ent oth er Decatu rs’ from h ap­ 
pening today , tomorrow or at 
any time in th e fu tu re? Do we 
h av e to h av e disasters du ring 
legislativ e sessions to ov er­ 
come th e special interests and 
th ose wh o inv oke ju risdictional 
my opia to ach iev e th is kind of 
paraly sis by analy sis? 
“Wh en 1 raised th is concern 
two y ears ago, 1 th ou gh t ev ery ­ 
one wou ld u nderstand th e pu r 
pose and th e u rgency of th ese 
bills. Today a tragedy at Deca­ 
tu r brings h ome h ard ev ery ­ 
th ing we’v e tried to do to pre­ 
v ent su ch a disaster Th ose ef­ 
forts failed and th e people of 
Decatu r are th e latest v ictims 
of th is indifference and sense­ 
less opposition by small-v i­ 
sioned agencies and indiv idu ­ 
als I can only feel sad and an­ 
gry th at th e state h as not met 
its responsibility in th is so u r­ 
gent matter.” 
Basically , Scoti^s proposed 


legislation wou ld h av e requ ired 
th ose wh o manu factu re, proc­ 
ess or transport potentially 
dangerou s ch emicals to file 
th at information with th e state 
Env ironmental 
Protection 
Agency , along with antidotes 
and emergency procedu res to 
be u sed in th e ev ent of a major 
spillage or leak any wh ere in th e 
state. 
Each registrant wou ld h av e 
to "inclu de, with ou t limitation, 
th e generic, ph y sical, and 
ch emical composite of h azard­ 
ou s su bstances, th e qu antity 
and location th ereof, at least 
one specific means, readily 
av ailable to cou nteract or neu ­ 
tralize th e dangers presented” 
and su ch oth er information as 
is requ ired to prev ent a disaster 
in any commu nity , large or 
small. 


Th e bills wou ld h av e giv en 
priority to (1) th e immediate 
pinpointing (v ia state registra­ 
tion) of all su ch facilities in Illi­

WASHINGTON (A P)-A lthough both sides 
have taken a vow of secrecy , it ap p ears some 
headway has finally been achieved between 
National Football League owners and their 
striking p lay ers. 
The latest round of bargaining, begun Friday 
behind closed doors at the Labor Dep artment, 
was set to resume today at 9 a m ., EDT 
Friday ’s session, the first to follow a week- 
long lap se, p roduced an agreement that neither 
side would make any further p ublic statements 
about issues on the table. 
Such blackouts traditionally indicate that 
the bartering has gotten down to business. 
Furthermore, rep resentatives of both sides 
left the closed meeting room in obviously good 
sp irits, some smiling broadly , and laughter 


could be heard from the hallway at several 
p oints during the 4!2-hour session. 
That was a considerable change from the 
mood of 11 p revious meetings, some of which 
were marked by shouting and cursing. 
But a comp lete agreement still could be far 
off, due in p art to the sheer volume of the m at­ 
ters under disp ute. 


There was still no indication that the owners 
were p rep ared to make any offers regarding 
the so-called “freedom issues,” at the heart of 
the disp ute. 
The p lay ers have vowed the strike will con­ 
tinue until there are concessions on the "Roz- 
elle Rule” regarding comp ensation to a team 
for a p lay er who p lay s out his op tion and signs 
with another team, and the op tion and reserve 
clauses, among others.

Rozelle rule causes player unrest

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (NEA>— In the bitter strike that 
threatens p rofessional football, the vortex of the argument between 
p lay ers and owners is that malap rop edict, the Rozelle Rule. 
The Rozelle Rule is the demagogic label ap p lied by Ed Garvey , 
the tough-talking y oung lawy er who heads the NFL Play ers Associ­ 
ation. 
It refers to a league rule p assed in 1963 by the NFL owners 
which stip ulates that if a p lay er p lay s out the op tion y ear of his con­ 
tract (at a mandatory 10 p er cent salary cut), the team signing him 
must comp ensate his original emp loy er for the loss. 
If they can’t agree on the p rice (in p lay ers, money or draft 
choices), Commissioner Pete Rozelle will determine the p rop er 
comp ensation. 
in the NFL ledgers it is known as the Op tion Comp ensation 
Rule. 
It should, I insist. be called the R. C. Owens rule. 
R C. Owens is a big ebony man with a big smile who today is 
Equal Op p ortunity Sp ecialist in the western regional office of the 
Dep artment of Health. Education and Welfare (HEW), and who is 
faintly amused by the furor over the Rozelle Rule, whose p hilo­ 
sop hic imp act engulfs all sp orts. Play ers argue that it imp oses 
servitude on them. 
Back in 1961. R. C. Owens was a big. unhap p y receiver for the

San Francisco 49 ers who thought he was worth more than the $10,- 
500 he was p aid the p revious season. He refused to sign a new con­ 
tract and announced he was p lay ing out his op tion, wluch theor­ 
etically would make him a free agent, eligible to be signed by an­ 
other p roteam in ’62. 
"But there was an unwritten law,” recalls Owens, "that y ou 
couldn’t do this because no other team would sign y ou.” 
Never before had a p lay er in the NFL p lay ed out his op tion and 
signed with another NFL team. There was a gentlemen’s agree­ 
ment, concedes an NFL owner. 
Owens’s imp ending freedom was no secret. Teams in the y oung 
American Football League, among them San Diego, contacted him 
during the ’61 season but were loathe to offer him a deal because 
they feared the NFL teams would launch counter-raids on their 
p ersonnel. 
NFL teams talked to him sly ly , too, on an informal level. Alto­ 
gether he received overtures from 15 teams but no p roferred deal. 
“Before a p lay er p lay s out his op tion,” say s Owens, “he has to 
know the odds are against him. I went to Red Hickey , the 49 ers’ 
coach, and told him, i got a job to do and it doesn’t bother me that 
I’m p lay ing for a 10 p er cent cut.’ But they didn’t p lay me until the 
seventh game of the season. And some of the other p lay ers told me I 
was doing a crazy thing.” 
Desp ite the late start and the reduced p ay of $9,450 (less than 
half what an NFL team p ay s a free-agent p unter today ), Owens 
caugh 55 p asses, among the top 10 in the league—and was ostensi­ 
bly jobless 
But in Baltimore, owner Carroll Rosenbloom was told by his 
lawy ers, who were antitrust exp erts, that the NFL was risking an­ 
titrust p rosecution by blacklisting Owens. He say s he tried to make 
a deal for Owens with the 49 ers but was sp urned by their late own­ 
er, Vic Morabito. So, "altruistically ,” he signed Owens any how— 
and didn’t p ay a cent for him . 
Morabito never sp oke to Rosenbloom again. 
The other NFL owners, alert to the danger of other stars fol­ 
lowing Owens’ lead, soon p assed what has become known as the 
Rozelle Rule. 
Subsequently such big names as tight end Ron Kramer and 
fullback Jim Tay lor of the Green Bay Packers p lay ed out their op ­ 
tions and went to Detroit and New Orleans, resp ectively , with the 
Packers getting first draft choices as comp ensation. 
In 1967, corner back Pat Fischer p lay ed out his op tion with St. 
Louis and was signed by Washington. The clubs couldn’t agree on 
p ay ment, and for the first time Commissioner Pete Rozelle step p ed 
in as arbitrator to award the Cardinals second and third round 
draft choices Hence, the Rozelle Rule 
Still, the Owens case remains the true historic basis for it as the 
only instance in which a p lay er voluntarily jump ed from one NFL 
team to another without obligation (Technically , it also hap p ened 
in 1971 when wide receiver A1 Denson went from Minnesota to Oak­ 
land. but the Vikings let it be known beforehand they exp ected no 
comp ensation). 
Lou Sp adia, now the p resident of the 49 ers, claims that ultimate­ 
ly (in 1965) the Colts gave the 49 ers a third round draft choice be­ 
cause the Owens case "op ened up a Pandora’s box.” Ironically , 
Owens was no longer in the game. 
Attitudes do change. 
"You can be assured the owners in the NFL will not raid each 
other," say s Rosenbloom. who took over the Los Angeles Rams. 
"Today , 1 would not sign R C. Owens.”

The Worry Clinic 


By DR . G E O R G E VV, CR AN E 
C A SE A-4»90: Albert J.. aged 
23, is a seminary’ student. 
“ Dr. Crane,” he began, ‘i 
am writing a thesis for my M .A. 
degree. 
‘‘It deals with the rapid rise 
in membership of the independ­ 
ent Bible churches, that stress 
fundamental religion. 
“ For our large, intrenched 
denominations are actually los­ 
ing members steadily. 
‘‘Indeed, they aren’t even 
holding their own with the ris­ 
ing population increase of the 
nation. 
“ And we seminary students 
who preach over the weekends 
at small neighboring towns, 
find that our parishioners don't 
accept the sociological empha­ 
sis of our seminary professors. 
“ Why don't our profs get out 
on the firing line and preach, as 
St. Paul did?” 
Pedantic Profs 
The Mormon Church is noted 
for its volunteer missionaries, 
who pay their own way as they 
preach. 
And 
the early Christian 
Church had no billions of dol­ 
lars in accumulated real estate, 
farms or stocks and bonds! 
Even the pastors worked at 
other jobs for their livelihood; 
then preached nightly at street 
corners or on Sunday. 
St. Paul thus was the major 
organizer of Christian churches 
in the first century, A.D., and 
Paul worked as a tentmaker. 
Nowadays, our churches are 
so concerned with conserving 
their billions of dollars in prop­ 
erty, and in financing their re­ 
lated colleges, hospitals and 
Home Office bureaucracy, that 
they have soft-pedalled the for­ 
mer stress on evangelism. 
That explains why their ser­ 
mons often are political dia­ 
tribes, and sociology lectures 
urging more federal aid to their 
hospitals and schools. 


Last fall the newspaper fea­ 
ture 
called 
“ G ra ffiti—By 
Learv” offered a challenging 
truism. when it stated: 
“ The easiest way to change 
history is to be come a histori­ 
an.” 
Which means that if you can 
gain enough eminence to pon­ 
tificate, then you can subtly 
slant religious as well as secu­ 
lar history. 
You can then attempt to un­ 
dermine evangelical concepts 
by trying to grab headlines with 
a shocking claim that: 
“ God is dead.” 
Or like a current new book 
that claims Christ didn't die on 
Calvary but lived to middle age 
as a crippled but kindly soul. 
Modern versions of the Bible 
have also been printed, claim­ 
ing to simplify former puzzling 
words or phrases. 


But have similar simplifica­ 
tions occurred with reference to 
the beautiful prose of William 
Shakespeare’s many plays? 
Instead of attaching a brief 
glossary to show the changing 
nature of a few words in the 
King James Version (as has 
been done in college English 
courses with 
reference to 
Shakespeare) our headline 
hunting theologians gloat over 
their new versions of Scripture. 
Likewise, they delete or add 
so many variations to basic 
church hymns that congrega­ 
tions no longer are thrilled
